Hvery recommendation concerning Hie work of repair 
is scrulinixed closely, with a view to ascertaining if it can be 
done .with the regular navy yard force at one or another plant. 
•It is desired'as much as possible to provide-the navy yards 
with work in order that there may be an uninterrupted opera- 
lion of (he shops and'tin- steady 'ejiiploymenl of the civilian 
workmen. Mr. Daniels has been giving his consideration 
lately to the question of having another navy yard than thai 
at New York equipped with a'.plan'I' which will provide for 
shipbuilding on the extensive'scale which exists at Brooklyn. 
In this, however, he may meet with .opposition in Congress, 
where there is a disposition to have at least a part of the Work 
of shipbuilding allotted by.^onbrflfll to owners of private 
plants. Of course, Representative Filxgerald, as chairman ;of 
the 1 louse approprialions/coinmillee, will have much influence 
in protecting the New York navy yard in any attempt to lake 
work away'from that particular•I'sla'hlishmcnl,. bill he cannot 
' be counted on to extend his support to other navy yards, and 
the shipbuilders may be expected to muster some congression- 
al influence to their own aid. The policy of the Navy De- 
partment in giving particular encouragement to navy yard 
labor is, of course, a shrewd political move, but it is one ol 
those policies which'will not bear close examination. If there 
is any pretense Dial navy yard operations are as economical as 
the same work performed under contract it is fallacious. Then 
are, of course, some notable exceptions, but any general nav.\ 
yard conslruclion of naval ships means a considerable increase, 
in naval expenditures.—Army and Navy Kegisler.
